I he ten thousand 
dollar damage 
suit of Thomas Morrow of Indiana­ 
polis against Luther Caldwell, living 
four miles west of the city, charging 
the alienation of the plaintiff’s wife’s 
affections, was drawn to a close in 
the circuit court this afternoon.

expected that the case would take up 
at least two days in court, but it was 
a big surprise to both attorneys and 
the court. 
It was not 
started in 
court this morning until about ten 
o’clock. 
There were only three wit­ 
nesses in the hearing, the plaintiff, 
defendant and A. P. Walker. 
Luther Caldwell, the 
defendant, 
who was on the stand from one-fif­ 
teen o’clock until three-fifteen, made 
an excellent witness for himself. Ile 
positively refused to be confused in 
cross examination and remained by 
the same story which he told in cross 
examination. 
He rehearsed practic­ 
ally the same story which his attor­ 
neys asserted would be their defense 
in their opening statement this morn­ 
ing. 
Mr. Caldwell stated that he never 
made but two trips to Indian a polis 
after the time which the plaintiff al­ 
leges that he was on Bach terms with 
Mrs. Morrow that he broke up the 
Morrow home. The first time he was 
in Indianapolis, lie said, he ate at the 
Taggart lunch 
room in 
Massachu­ 
setts avenue, Indianapolis, and saw 
a woman whom lie believed to be Mrs. 
Morrow working there, and learned 
that it was the same Mrs. Morrow 
who was employed at A. P. Walker’s 
country home as a 
domestic.

In cross exam­ 
ination he told exactly the same story 
and had a ready answer for every 
question which the attorneys for the 
plaintiff put at him.

admitted that he did not pay very

A. P. Walker was the second- and 
last witness for the defendant.

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HE conservation congress of this 
year is devoted chiefly to the 
fanner. Most of the subjects 
already announced relate to 
some phase of agriculture or to the 
country life movement. The keynote 
of the gathering is conservation of the 
soil. 
A statement by Gifford Pinckot 
made two years ago shows that in 
America the average wheat yield is 
less than fourteen bushels per acre, 
.while in Germany it is twenty-eight 
and in England thirty-two bushels per 
acre. 
The contrast is made all the 
more glaring by the fact that most of 
our soil has been in use less than a 
hundred years, while that of Germany 
and England has been farmed a thou­ 
sand years or more. 
Yet naturally 
there is no richer soil on earth than j 
that of the Mississippi valley aud of I 
other portions of the United States. 
Why, then, is the yield of this fertile ' 
and virgin soil less than one-half that j 
of the two older nations? 
Obviously j 
because we have not resorted to in- J 
tensive and scientific farm ing to tho 
sam e extent as Europe. 
The small J 
am ount of land available and tho ne- j 
cessity of forcing this laud to produce 
to its full capacity have compelled the 
European farm ers to get out of every 
acre its greatest possible yield. Here, 
w here we have had millions of acres 
unused, we have squandered our re 
sources and neglected our opportuni­ 
ties. 
Now th a t our country is more 
thickly settled we are beginning to 
face similar conditions to those of E u ­ 
rope. AYe m ust learn the same lesson 
th a t the older nations learned long 
ago. 
Hence we have the conservation 
movement — conservation 
of 
forests, 
conservation'of natural resources, in­ 
cluding w ater power and minerals, and 
conservation of soil. 
What Partners Must Study. 
Rotation of crops, fertilizing, more 
careful and intelligent methods, closer 
economy, co-operation In buying and 
selling, are among the things that 
American farm ers must study. 
All of 
these subjects are treated in the con 
serration congress. 
One entire sc 
slon is devoted to soil conservation. 
It will be presided over by P. D. Co­ 
burn, secretary of the K ansas state 
board of agriculture, and among the 
speakers will be cx-Governor W. D. 
Hoard of Wisconsin, editor of H oard’s 
D airym an; Dr. P. D. Mumford. dean 
of the school of agriculture. Univer­ 
sity of Missouri; Professor E. M. Ten 
Eyck of K ansas and Professor Cyril 
G. H opkins of the University of IIH 
nois. 
Among other subjects that should 
interest farm ers are “The Trend of tire 
Conservation Movement.” by Dr. W. 
J. McGee of the bureau 
of soils; 
W ashington; “The Social Life on the 
F arm ,” by Professor T. C. Atkinson 
of W est Virginia, overseer of the na­ 
tional grange; “The Country Church,” 
by Dr. W arren II. Wilson, superin­ 
tendent of the board of home mis­ 
sions of the Presbyterian church; “The 
Country Life Movement,” by W alter 
H. Page, editor of the World's Work 
aud a m ember of President Roosevelt’s 
country life commission; “Co-operation 
Among Farm ers,” by W. A. B eard of 
the same commission and “Cutting. Out 
the Middleman,” by Charles S. Barrett, 
president of the F arm ers’ Educational 
and Co-operative Union of America. 
Mr. Barrett’s Address. 
The title of Mr. B arrett’s address i 
especially significant in view of the 
fact that the state granges of New 
York and Pennsylvania have already 
started a movement in New York city j 
to eliminate the middleman by bring-i 
ing the farm er and retailer together, J 
hoping thus to increase prices to the 
farm er and reduce those to the con 
sumer. 
If this movement succeeds in 
New York it is the design of the 
grange to extend it to every city of 
the country. 
If the Farm ers’ union 
also takes up a similar work it will ! 
enlist most of the organized farmers | 
of the land, for it is altogether the j 
largest 
association 
of 
its 
kind 
in 
America, containing millions of mem­ 
bers, mostly in the south, while the 
grange is strong in the north. 
Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Wilson has also 
been talking along this line, advocat­ 
ing that the consumers organize in the 
sam e way th at the farm ers are or­ 
ganized. 
The address of Mr. Beard on “Co­ 
operation 
Among Farmers” follows 
the same general direction. 
This be­ 
gins to look like business. 
If the 
American people learn to co-operate 
on the Rochdale plan or on any other 
honest, sensible plan the high prices 
question will be in the way of solu­ 
tion.

DIES UNEXPECTED!7 


Believed He Was Recovering 


From Pneumonia. 


New York, Sept. IS.—In his sixty- 
seventh year, Colonel John J. McCook 
died Sunday *at his sum m er home at 
Ransom, N. J. H eart discase following 
an attack of pneumonia, from which 
it was believed that he was recovering, 
was the cause of his death. 
At tile 
bedside when he dic'd were his wife, 
Jan etta Alexander McCook; hts broth­ 
er-in-law, the Rev. Dr. -Maitland Alex­ 
ander of Pittsburg, and his four daugh­ 
ters, Mrs. Susan McCook Jay, whose 
husband, P eter Augustus Jay, is th:' 
American diplomatic agent at Cairo; 
Mrs. Caroline McCook Morgan, wife of 
John Junius Morgan of London, and 
the Misses M artha and H arriet Mc­ 
Cook. 
A fifth daughter, Mrs. Malcolm 
D. W hitman, wh’o was Janet McCook, 
died two years ago. 
The funeral will be held at the Sea 
Bright Presbyterian chapel on Tues­ 
day morning, and the interm ent will 
be at the Princeton cemetery. 
Colonel McCook was senior member 
of the law firm of Alexander & Green, 
the Equitable Life Assurance compa­ 
ny’s counsel for years. He was a grad­ 
uate of Kenyon college and Harvard 
law school, and rose to the rank of 
colonel In the civil war with General 
Grant in the Army of the Potomac. He 
wa! a native of Ohio.

the remainder, 447 were rated “fair” 
and sixty-seven were, rated “poor.” 
Of the specimens of food examined 
forty-six were found legal and thirty 
nine were found illegal. 
One .speci­ 
men of coffee was found impure and 
three specimens of vinegar were pro­ 
nounced illegal.

of milk wore found 
illegal,

DAMAGES DEMANDED 


Washington, Sept. IS.—At his resi­ 
dence in this city early Sunday morn­ 
ing, Thomas H. Cater, twice a senator 
from Montana, and a prominent and 
picturesque figure In national pblitics, 
died suddenly. Ex-Senator Carter had 
b§en seriously ill for a week before 
his deatti from impaired heart action. 
Thomas Henry T a rte r represented 
Montana in the senate for twelve 
years. 
He first sat in the senate in 
1S93 and stayed there until 1901. 
He 
came back in 1905. 
He first came 
into national politics in 1S92, when he 
was made chairman of President Har­ 
rison’s Republican national commit­ 
tee. Carter was of Irish ancestry. He 
was lorn in Scioto county, Qhio, in 
1854. 
His people were farmers, and 
young Carter worked with Ids father 
in the fields. In 1875 he went to Bur­ 
lington, la., and studied law. 
From 
there, in 1882, he went to Helena. 
Mont., with his law books and the poli­ 
ticians first recognized him when he 
was made a delegate to congress from 
Montana, which was then a territory. 
When Montana was made a state Cat­ 
ter represented it in congress, but was 
defeated when he ran for re-election.

vation that we eat heaps of microbes 
without receiving any harm, and then 
anon harm does result, 
“The good of all this is to secure 
the co-operation of the people with 
the State board of health iii ,-ome 
extra efforts it will 
presently 
put 
forth to remedy such evils as here 
are depicted.” 
The state health 
official declared 
that iii many of the instances cited, 
impure food had been served on the 
tables of Indianapolis cafes and res­ 
taurants, and declared that the larger

Incensed by the Additional Burdens 
Laid Upon Them by the High Prices 
of the Necessities of Life, the Work­ 
ing People of Gay Capital Indulged 
in a Gigantic Uprising on Sundry, 
and Many Were S!ain. 


Vienna, Sept. 18.—As the result of 
th e Social Democrats’ demonstration 
against the increased cost of living, 
the expected occurred here Sunday 
and there were serious riots. 
About 
200,000 gathered in various parts of the 
city, but the biggest assemblage was 
in front of the Rathhaus, where angry 
speeches 
were 
made. 
After 
the 
speeches it appeared that all of the 
mob had concealed stones in their 
pockets, and with these missiles they 
bombarded the windows of the R ath­ 
haus. 
T he police tried to check the 
attack, but only succeeded in draw­ 
ing the missiles on themselves. There 
were fierce clashes between the police 
and rioters until noon, when it was 
decided upon to call out some of the 
garrison, and a company "was sent 
against 
the 
mob. 
Three 
separate 
chafge* were made before the mob 
was dispersed, and then It was not 
dispersed for long. 
Reinforcements 
came from other parts of th e city and 
the riotei*s stoned everything in sight, 
yelling “Give us bread, not soldiers.” 


Mob Wrecked Cafes. 


The situation rapidly grew worse. 
The mobs invaded cafes and wrecked 
furniture and fittings. 
The cavalry 
charged repeatedly, but with little ef­ 
fect, and the storm y scenes were not 
ended until the Infantry was called 
out and ordered to fire on the mobs 
that by this time had begun to build 
barricades in the streets. 
The firing 
by infantry, in which many were killed 
and more wounded, ended the trouble 
In the city, but it was renewed in other 
districts, especially in quarters where 
live the working classes. 
At Ottak- 
ring, a western suburb, twenty-four 
were killed. 
The rioters wrecked 
schools, attacked the house of a priest 
that had been barricaded with over­ 
turned streetcars, and smashed the 
street lamps so that at nightfall they 
could not be lighted. 
The mobs rush­ 
ed through the streets giving vent to 
their feelings in such cries as “Down 
with the governm ent!” “Down with 
the landlords!” “Long live the repub­ 
lic!” 
Martial law has been declared 
in the city.
